noble words when he said in Belgium, on Lafayette Day,

not bring the peace we earned by our victory."

Germans, Austrians, and other former adversaries, and that 
'war veterans be admitted to" the councils of politicians who 
'deal with the issues of war and peace. 


Here might be a new basis for peace hopes. If the war vet- 


erans of all the belligerent countries on either side of the 
great conflict, .would insist in their respective countries that 
statesmen hereafter exhaust all peaceful agencies before they 
resort to war, there would be little danger of an early disturb- 
ing of the world's peace.
